AN EFFORT TO HARMONIZE THE 
DEMOCRATS.

Mr, Randall Invited Into Conference for the Purpose 
of Getting Up a Compromise Measure—Secre- 
tary Manning’s Illness—Mrs. Hancock's 
Pension — Washington Gossip. 
a ee 
WAsHINGTON, March 23.—[Special.]—A con- 
ference of the democratic members of the 
ways and means committee was held last night 
at the rooms of Mr. Mills, of Texas. Its ob- 
ject was to so amend the Morrison bill, if pos- 
sible, as to secure solid democratic support in 
the house. After a general interchange of 


views it was agreed that the most dangerous 


points in the bill were its reduction of the 
tariffon iron, sugar and rice, An informal 
resolution was had to restore the iron schedule 
to about present figures, and to reduce the 
tariff on rice and sugar about half as 
much as is proposed in the bill. 
Mr. Randall had been invited 
to be present, but declined on the ground that 
if the committee had really desired his views 
they should have asked for them when the 
‘pill was being formulated. As they had not 
done so, he said he would wait until the bill 
came intothe house. Today Mr. Breckeuridge, 
of Kentucky, endeavored to bring about a 


‘conference between the representatives of 


both wings of the -perty on the tariff question, 
and sueceeded in inducing Mr. Randall to 
agree to attend another meeting at the rooms 
of Mr. Mills  tonignt. Mr, Randall 
went at the appointed time, accompanied by 
Mr. Warner, of Ohio. They met Mr. Morri- 
sou, aud all the other democratic members of 
the waysand means committee. The situa- 
tion was fully and frankly discussed. Mori- 
son aud Mills urged the necessity of passing 
sowe tariff bill at this session, and expressed 
the hope that some compromise could be effec- 
ted, which would unite the democrats. Ran- 
dall and Warner said little, but that little was 
to express the hope that some bill could be 
framed which would reform the tariff without 
injurins American industries or depressing 

Americantrade. Noconclusions were reached, 

and none were attempted, as the meeting was 
mer ly for the interchange of views. Randall 
and Warner took a copy of the Morrison bill, 
with the amendments agreed on at the con- 
ference of the previous night, and said they 
would carefully consider it. The bill in this 
shape will only be antagonized by the Ohio 
democrats, as it puts wool on the free 
list. but its framers hope that the 
changes favorable to iron, rice and 
sugar wil| gain them sufficient strength from 
New York. Pennsylvania West Virginia and 
the southern states to pull their altered bill 
through. Mr. Randall may not reach any con- 
clusion as to his course for several days to 
come, but the prospect of compromise are de- 
cidedly improved to night. 

MANNING’S CONDITION. 

Sensational rumors are thick tonight about 
Secretary Manning’s fall today, and its proba- 
ble result. At the cabinet meeting he com- 
plained of being unwell, bat sat the meeting 
About three 
o'clock be was noticed by his secretary to 
wove uneasily in his chair, and attempting to 
rise he fell on the floor. Mr. Manning is a 
heavy man, weighing over two hundred, and 
in the fall bis left ankle was severely spraia- 
ed. He was instantly taken to his home, 
where Drs. Lincoln and Hamilton were sum- 
moned to see him. It was found that he had 
fallen from an attack of vertigo, and soon he 
was resting easily. His most serious injury is 
from his ankle, which is badly swollen. Late 
tonight he was not resting quite so well as he 
had during the early part of the evening, but 
bo serious results are apprehended by his 
physicians. 

MRS. HANCOCK’sS PENSION, 

Though there was some discussion in the 
house over the bill granting a pension of 32,- 
000 a year to Mrs. Hancock, and forty-seven 
votes were cast against it, the bill was reported 
in the senate without the usual delay, and at 
once passed that body without a dissenting 
voice. President Cleveland will doubtless 
sign the bill at once.

THE EDMUNDS RESOLUTIONS. 


The Date For the Vote to be Fixed To-Day 
—The Speeches. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—The chair laid 
before the senate a number of house bills, 
among them a bill granting a pension of $2,000 
a year to the widow of General Hancock. On 
motion of Mr. Blair, that bill was at once 
passed, Mr. Blair stating that it had this 
morning been considered by the pension com- 
wittee of the senate. 

Mr. Beck called up the resolution offered by 
him December 18th, 1885, relating to the pay- 
ment of customs duesin coin. Mr. Beck said 
the resolution had been amply discussed, and 
he now moved its reference to the finance 
committee. Agreed to. 

The chair laid before the senate Logan’s 
bill to promote the efficiency of the army. 

The bill was debated until 1:50 p. m., and 
then laid aside. 

The conference committee on the urgent 
tieficiency bill presented a report, which was 
adopted, showing mutual concessions by the 
house and senate as to the differencesithat had 


existed. 
MR. JACKSON RESUMES. 

Mr. Jackson then resumed his speech on the 
Edmunds resolution. 

Mr. Jackson inquired whether it was in the 
line of the “calm and orderly administration 
of the government,” referred to by Mr. Ed- 
munds, that the senate should permit ail the 
pending nominations to remain unacted on; to 
let the vacancies in office remain unfilled, and 
have the session close, leaving all these trou- 
blesome constitutional questions to be raised 
in the recess. The papers called for were 
wholly irrelevant tothe matter of filling the 
office in question. The power contended for, 
on the other side, that the suspended official 
should resume the functions of office when the 
senate failed to act on the new nomination, 

provided for, Mr. Jackson said, 
the original tenure of _ office 
bill, but was specifically struck out 
Ly the committee of the conference. It was 


as9true,as a matterof fact, that General - 


Grant and other presidents, in submitting 
nominations tothe senate, had used inter- 
changeably the words “removed” and “sus- 
pended.” Mr. Jackson had examined many 
such cases, and had found General Grant using 
the word “‘removed,” when in fact the person 
designated as removed had, technically, been 
only suspended. 

MR. EDMUNDS ASKS QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Edmunds asked whether such cases did 
hot oecur during the session of the senate. 

_ Mr. Jackson inferred that they did, but was 
not sure. 

Mr. Edmunds thought they did. He also 
said President Hayes had been called on to 
explain whether that form of nomination, 
viz: “A” removed a person, when in fact the 
person had been nded, meant “removed” 
or pot, and President Hayes had replied that 
it did not imply anything of the kind, but 
only meant that the person was removed, if the 
senate should consent to the removal. That 
fact, Mr, Edmunds said, could be found on the 
Journals of the senate. — 

Mr. Jackson in concluding his remarks 
Said; “Eeee nothing in

MR. GEORGE TALKS, 

Mr. George followed, also in epposition to 
the majority report. The American senate, 
Mr. George said, was today engaged in the 
consideration ofa question of great moment. 
It was a claim, on the part of the senate, of 
supremacy ovey 4-co-ordinate and independent 
depertment of the government. The senate, 
he said, wag the mist aristocratic feature of 
our government, and the least responsible to 
the people, receiving its authority, not from 
the people, but at second-hand. It was but 
part of the legislative department of the gov- 
ernment. The various functions of the 
government had been divided between 
three departments. No part of the 
scheme of the constitution had _ been 
deemed of more importance, or more essential, 
than this separation of power between equal 
and independent departments, and_ the 
preservation of the equality of each of these 
departments from encroachment or usurpation 
by the others. Mr. George then argued at 
some length the question of the power of the 
removal, under the constitution. After citing 
a number of authorities, historical and legal, 
to show that the power had always been in 
the president’s, Mr. George continued that up 
to 1567, the presidents had always and alone 
exercised this power, and it would now be 
base submission to usurpation if the president 
should abandon the powers vested in him 
by the constitution. It was not in the power 
of congress to subject the president 


to any subserviency or servility to any other. 


department of the government. Congress 
could not grant a new power to itself, nor 
could it grant a new power to an officer except 
to enable the officer to execute the power 
gianted him by the constitution; neither 
could it take away from any department of the 
government any of the powers conferred on it 
by the constitution. Mr. George then review- 
ed the history of the tenure of office law, and 
quoted from the debates on that bill to show 
that the republicans were not ail agreed that 
it was constitutional or wise. 

Mr. Morgan obtained the floor, but yieided 
toa motion by Mr. Butler to go into executive 
session. 

TO CLOSE THE DEBATE, 

Mr. Edmunds opposed the motion witha 
view to securing an understanding as to when 
a vote could be reached. 

The motion was not agreed to. 

Mr. Cockrell said seven or eight senators 
vet desired to speak. He thought it difficult 
now to fix an hour when the vote could be 
had. It was finally arranged that tomorrow 
afternoon the time should be fixed for the 
next day, or perhaps the day after, when the 
vote should betaken. The senate then, on 
motion of Mr. Butler, at 5:55 p. m,, adjourned,

TAKING SCALPS IN THE HOUSE. 


The Indian School Bill Gets Badly Torn Up 
--Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Mr. Reagan, of 
Texas, from the} committce on commerce. re- 
ported back the senate bill to establish a 
national live stock highway, and to promote 
commerce in live stock between the states. 
House calendar. 

Cn a yointof order, the appropriation for an 
apuual allowance for Captain Pratt, superin 
te ndent of the Indian school at Carlisle, Penu- 
svivania, was stricken out. 

Mr. Nelson. of 
nounced that as Captain Pratt's 
scalp had been taken, he proposed to have 
other scalps, and he raised similar points 
against like appropriations for other Indian 
schools as fast as they were reached. 

Pending the decision upon one of these, the 
committee rose. 

Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, submitted the con- 
ference report on the urgent deficiency bill, 
and it was agreed to. 

Inthe morning hour Mr. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, on behalf of the committee on war 
claims, called up and the house passed the 
fourth of July claims bill. The amount in- 
volved in the bill is $238,200, 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the Indian appropriation bill. 

While this was being done, Mr. Wéliborn, of 
Texas, Mr. Verkins, of Kansas, and others, 
surrounded Mr. Nelson, and appealed to him 
to depart from his policy in regard to the In- 
dian bill, but he was obdurate, and at 4:45 the 
house adjourned.

WIRES IN THE WEST. 


Complaints Against Western Union Dis- 
criminations. 

WASHINGTON, March 23—The house com- 
mittee on post offices and post roads, conduct- 
ing the telegraph investigation, today began 
its investigation concerning alleged attempts 
of the Western Union telegraph company to 
coerce the newspapers in the western states 
into making “exclusive contracts” ete. 

E. M. Ayers appeared in behalf of the Kan- 
sas City Times and the Kansas City Journal, 
and submitted a statement by J. A. Mann, 
secretary and business manager of the Jour- 
nal, together with a letter from Morrison 
Munford, proprietor of the Times, and several 
communications that had passed between the 
latter and the Western Union managers, rela- 
tive tothe news contracts of the Times. 

Mann’s statement was read tothe committee. 
It describes the several contracts entered into 
with the Western Union, and submits the 
form of one of these contracts, in which the 
newspaper is bound to give the Western Union 
ccmpany all of its special business, or pay 
higher rates for such matter, as may be trans- 
mitted through the Western Union. The 
statement says no Open contracts were ever 
oficred this newspaper, all of whatever date or 
rate had contained the exclasive service clause. 
These contracts were violated by the news- 
paper only after a long and weary 
eflort to obtain a fair measure of 
relief from the telegraph company, 
and after repeated oppressive exactions 
upon the newspapers, and it is charged that the 
telegraph company had violated the spirit, if 
not the letter of the contract. ‘The communi- 
cation concluded with the statement that the 
protecting power of the government must step 
in and perform the telegraphic service of the 
country just as it does the mail service. 

W. B. Somerville, of New York, superin- 
tendent of the press division of the Western 
Union company, replied briefly to the state- 
ment read by Mr. Ayers. He said the West- 
eon Union had two special rates—one open to 
every newspaper, and another, 23 per cent 
lower, to papers that signed agreements 
to send a)l their news over the Western Uaion 
wires. Both of the Kausas City papers had 
signed that agreement voluhtarily, and both 
had broken it. The Western Union company 
had simply notified them that the contract 
would be abrogated if they persisted in break- 
ing the agreement by sending their news over 
otber lines. The papers had signed the agree- 
ment to get advantage of the reduced rates. 


Nominations to be Favorably Reported. 

WASHINGTON, March 23,--The senate com- 
mittee on conference today decided to report 
favorably upon the nominations of several in- 
ternal revenue collectors, in respect to whose 
predecessors Mr. Manning says no charges re- 
fiecting upon their official or moral character 
are pending.

MANNING GROWS DIZZY. 


The Secretary of the Treasury Staggers in 
the White House. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Secretary Man- 
ning had a slight attack of vertigo late this 
afternoon, an sprained his ankle in trying to 
save himself from falling. He had walked 
over from the cabinet meeting at the white 
house, and walked up stairs. At the head of 
the second flight he became dizzy. He was 
taken home in a carriage, and tonight is rest- 
ing comfortably. His accident was witnessed 
by several persons and his taking home by 
many more, and several alarming rumors about 
him resulted. But his physician says tonight 
that his condition is favorable. He had gone 
without lunch, and it was then near his din- 
ner hour, and the exrrcise had been too much 
for him on an empty stomach. 

Secretary Manning’s physician reports at 
midnight that his patient continues to im- 
prove. Thesecretary’s illness, Dr. Lincoln 
says, was caused by prostration from over- 
work. He has been working very hard, and 
had a great many things on his mind lately, 
and the result was this prostration. In spite 
of the hopeful view of the case taken by Dr. 
Lincoln, some of the friends of the secretary 
are exceedingly anxious about his conditioa, 
and consider it quite serious. 


CARING FOR THE CHINESE. 


The Cabinet Discussing Means for the Pro- 
tection of the Mongolians. 

WASHINGTON, March 23,—Today’s session of 
the cabinet was devoted to the consideration 
of measures designed to secure a more rigid 
enforcemesrt of the Chinese restriction act, 
particularly with reference to preventing the 
landing of Chinese laborers on fraudulent cer- 
tificates. It was represented that trouble con- 
stantly arises in cases where immigrants claim 
to have lost or mislaid thcir certificates, and 
bring witnesses to prove that they were in 
this country at the time ofthe passage of the 
act, and were actually provided with a cer- 
tificate prescribed by law, which entitled such 
person to return to the United States after a 
visit to China. 

Another question considered by the cabi- 
net was in relation to the affairs ofthe Union 
Pacific railroad company, and the steps neces- 
sary to protect the government interests 
therein. 

A statement prepared at the treasury de- 
partment shows that of ten million three per 
cent bonds embraced in tne 135th call, $5,440,- 
350 are held by national banks to secure cir- 
culation and public money.

Mr. Jones Will Return to Washington When

Detroi7, Mich., March 25.—A reporter was 
courteously received by Senator Jones, of 
Florida, at his room in the Russell house. The 
scnator was in his shirt sleeves, smoking a 
cigar. He had evidently been writing a letter. 
Before him on the table was strewn a mass of 
correspondence. Peeping out from ameng 
business letters and official documents were 
several dainty envelopes addressed ina femi- 
nine hand. 

“Senator, would you like to deny authorita- 
tively the stories which are being circulated 
throughout the country about you?’ he was 
asked. 

The senator, assuming a look of surprise, as 
though the idea of stories of any kind being 
published about him was entirely new, said: 
“What stories ?”’ 

As this was the first time that any newspa- 
per man had approached the senator directly 
on the delicate matter of his attentions to a 
Detroit lady, and as Mr. Jones was stretched 
to his full towering height, the questioner 
hesitated, but went on: “Why, you kuow, 
senator, those stories that have been tele- 
graphed all over the country from here, 
and have been published in various forms in 
all the leading papers.” 

The senator’s stern features relaxed some- 
what, but he wasstill serious and diguified. 
“I know ofno stories that have been pub- 
lished about me save those of the most strictly 
private nature. They areof a matter with 
which public papers, Washington people and 
Florida people bave nothing whatever to do. 
They are my own affairs, and I propose to say 
nothing about them.” 

*‘But your continued absence from Washing- 
ton is it not of a public nature?” * 

“Possibly it may be.” 

“When do you return?” 

“I shall certainly not go back until I get 
ready. I am not ready yet.” 

“Are you paired on political questions?” 

“IT left that matter with my friends at 
Washington. I understand from them that 
they have paired me with Senator Bowen of 
Colorado,”’ 

“Then you wish to say nothing at all about 
the stories?’’ 

“At this time, nothing,’ The senator scowl- 
ed a littleand s:t his lips firmly together. 
Then he continued: “But the time will come 
when I shall have something to say concern- 
ing these things. When I do say anything it 
will not bein any uncertain tone. That you 
can say as coming from me.” 

HIS LADY LOVE TAKEN AWAY. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—It is said that 
Senator Jones, of Florida, is at last to return 
to Washington. He has at last learned that 
the object of his undying affection has left 
Detroit and has not been there for some time. 
It is said the father of Miss Palm some time 
ago, despairing of escaping the unpleasant 
notoriety connected with the senator’s per: 
sistent sidewalk courtship of his daughter, 
quietly sent her out of town, 
The secret of her departure was kept for some 
time. It is said by some of the friends of the 
family that she is in Florida, Senator Jones's 
own state. Otherssay she has gone to Eu- 
rope. Evidently if she had come to Washing- 
ton she would have been safer from pursuit 
than anywhere else, as Jones has a perfect 
horror of returning to the senate on 
account of the merciless ridicule which 
he knows awaits him there. Some of 
the Florida people here think Jones’s 
persistent and willful absence from the 
senate constitutes a vacancy, and that the gov- 
ernor of Florida would be entitled to appoint 
a successor. It may be the governor will ap- 
point a successor to Jones merely for the pur- 
pose of making a test of the case. The senate 
would not receive such a senator, but the fact 
of such a man’s being appointed might bring 
Jones to reason, for in the past he has gloated 
over nothing so much as the fact of his seat in 
the senate. 


Seating the Republicans. 


CoLUMBUs, O., March 23.—The house con- 
mittee on privileges and elections, which bus 
been making an investigation into the alleged 
election frauds at Cincinnati, will submita 
report tomorrow, recommending that Harlan, 
republican, be seated in place of Butterfield, 
democrat. The report declares that all the 
republican members are entitled to their seats, 
which includes the nine members who were 
given seats atthe beginning of the session, 
and one on the prima facie showing made by 
the committee. 


Forest Fires Around Augusta. 

AUGUsTA, Ga., March 23.—[Special.]—Forest 
fires are reported as raging northwest, south- 
west and east of Augusta, but no particulars 
can be obtained. This afternoon the town 
was filled with smoke, coming from a forest 
fire beyond the sand hills. 

A fire at the “Red Doors,” a noted row of 
lodgings which for years have been the abode 
of dissolute characters, destroyed two of the 
ranch’s miserable shanties. The loss is $100.

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THE GREAT STRIKE. 


ITS THREATENED EXTENSION ALL 
OVER THE COUNTRY .!# 


If the 8t. Lonis Strike Fails to Bring Terms the Chi- 
cago Roads Likely to Join in—Total Suspen- 
6108 Of Business in Kaneas City—Foul 
Play With the Eugines, Etc., Etc. 


KANSAS City, Mo., March 23.—There is no 
change in the situation at the railway yards 
this morning; Two hundred switchmen are 
still out, and no freight is moving. There has 
been no disturbance of any kind. 

It was stated last night that a conference of 
railway superintendents would be held’ here 
today. The superintendent on one of the 
roads sald last night: ‘We are yet undeter- 
mined as to whether or not this strike is the 
work of the Knights of Labor. If so, then 
the present time is as good as any for making 
the issu®@ with them, and in this case I am in 
favor Of doing so, filling the placesof the 
strikers and invoking the protection of the 
law for the resumption of our business.” The 
state adjutant-general has ordered the seventh 
regiment of militia of the city to assemble 
nightly at their arsenal for drill, until further 
orders. There isa general disposition to re- 
gard the strike with growing scriousness, 
though it is impossible to analyze the situa- 
tion at all definitely. Thestrikers are close 
mouthed, and do not indicate either their mo- 
tives or purposes, except as shown in their 
statement to the public. It issaid that many 
of those who went out do not belong to the 
union, afd yet are Knights of Labor, hence 
the argument that the latter are at the bottom 
of the trouble. Both fknights and union 
switchmen, bowever, deny this, and the pub- 
lic 1s left todraw its own conclusions. 

THE SITUATION IN SEDALIA. 

‘The railroad officials notified the city and 
county authorities of Sedalia yesterday morn- 
ing that they would attempt to run a train at 2 
o'clock im the afternoon, and requested them 
to have a suflicient force on hand to prevent 
any trouble. The mayor had the entire police 
force on the company’s ground, and the sheriff 
and tweuty-five deputies taken from the bus- 
iness men of thecity. Attwop.m. the train 
was ready to start, and a man named William 
Freeland, a clerk, who was laid off after the 

started, stepped up to 

and gave the engincer 
and firemen and brakeman each a note, which 
read: ‘You are hereby earnestly requested, for 
the sake of humanity, not to go out on this 
engine.” The train started out, and as it 
passed New York avenue a torpedo exploded 
under the engine at the city limits. The fire- 
man came down from the engine and the train 
soon came to a standstill, and then backed up 
to the yard. 

After consultation the officials decided not 
to make another attempt. Yesterday Free- 
land was arrested and placed under $100 bond, 
on the charge of trespassing. Another attempt 
will be made by the officials today to get the 
train out. 

THE PACKING HOUSES TO CLOSE OUT. 

The packing houses are running today with 
reduced forces, but the supply of animals 
for slaughtering must soon be exhausted if the 
strike continues. A number of mills are also 
preparipg to close. It is said there are about 
2,000 loaded freight cars in the various yards 
awaiting transfer or shipment. The situation 
this morning is one of quiet, but anxious ex- 
pectancy. No freight trains have been moved, 
and there has been no attempt made to start 
them. Passenger trains are not interiered 
with. 

The railroad superintendents of the various 
lines have arrived here and will hold a meet- 
ing this afternoon. The strikers also are 
engaged in secret counciling. Grand Master 
Monagan, of the Switchmen’s assembly, is 
here and in conference. A stock train, con- 
sisting of thirteen cars of cattle and five cars 
of bogs, came in this morning over the Atchi- 
sop, Topeka and Santa Fe, and was delivered 
by the trainmen. No other business has been 
done, however, as far as reported. 

A report received from Atchison says that 
a party of masked men visited the Missouri 
Pacific round house last night and intimidated 
the guard and killed all the fires in the house. 

Not an animal was shipped out of the city 
from the stock yards yesterday, and nothing 
but a very small trade was done. The Ar- 
mour packing company is arranging toship a 
quantity of its provisions down the river by 
boat. Thesmelting works at Argentine will 
be compelled to shutdown if the strike con- 
tinues, disemploying 600 men. The truck- 
menemployed in handling the freight are 
forced into idleness,and the clerks will soon 
feel the effects of the blockade. Business is 
stagnated just at the opening of the busy sea- 
son. The side tracks are filled with loaded 
trains, awaiting transfer to points east and 
west. The express companies are receiving 
perishable freights at the owners’ risk. The 
supply of coal is considered sufficient to con- 
tinue the city’s industries for some time; 
hence there is no danger of obstruction in this 
respect. 

On account of the strike, the wholesale and 


jobbing Louses are suspending portions of their 


forces. The cracker and candy factories closed 

tonight. Other establishments are preparing 

to close. The lumber yards will have to sus- 

pend in a few days if the blockade continues. 
BAD TEMPER PREVAILING. 

Tne manifestations of violence made by the 
strikers at Sedalia and Atchison today, indi- 
cate a change of temper since the inauguration 
of the Missouri Pacitic strike. Strong hopes 
are expressed here that some action will be 
taken at the superintendents meeting tomor- 
row, thut will lead tothe settlement of the 
troubles with the switchmen, and raise the 
general embargo upon business. 

The Journal’s Sedalia special says that 
shortly before % o’clock, the Missouri Pacific 
people succeeded in getting out a freight train 
composed of an engine and ten cars. As the 
train passed the stock yards the train was 
running atten or fifteenJmiles an hour, and 
several men jumped aboard when the train 
was three miles out and going at a good speed. 
The rails spread and the engine and four cars 
went into the ditch. Police Officer Mason had 
an arm broken, and Special Policeman Nei! 
bad a leg broken. Division Superintendent 
Frey, who had charge of the _ train, 
was severely bruised. as was also 
Yard Master Lyons. The engineer and the 
fireman escaped unhurt. The conductor was 
in the caboose at the time of the wreck. He 
states that the brakeman, named King, who is 
a Knight of Labor and who was on the train, 
tcid him to Jeok out at thecrossing. The 
track was torn up for a distance of 200 yards, 
and will block the road until the 
workmen can be sent out, and 
repair it. An examination of the rails showed 
that the first plates had been removed and 
thrown upon anembankment. The bolts had 
been removed and the nuts thea replaced. 
The Knights of Labor deny all knowledge of 
the work. 

Tho various lines are ruaning freight trains 
to the terminal pointa within five or ten 
wilcs of the city, and thus handling local 
freight. Four engines with cabooses got out 
today. It is reported tonight that 
the Hannibal and St. Joe company has 
arranged to forward through freight by way 
of Atchison. The strikers, at the request of 
the owners, moved several cars of perishable 
freight this afternoon so that they could be 
unloaded.

THE WORST TO COME. 


The Scheme as Outlined by the Knights of 
Labor. 

St, Lous, March 23.—A member of the ex- 

ecutive committee of the Knights of Labor 

said late last night; “The worst is yet to 


come. I dread it, but there is no help for it. 
If we were to submit now and return to work 
without having been recognized as Knights of 
Labor, it would be defeat not only for us but 
also for the labor unions, trades assemblies, 
and for every labor organization in the coun- 
try. We feel that the issue must be met and 
now. The present conflict is between us and 
the railroad only. We will wait three or four 
days in the hope that some way towards a set- 
tlement may be opened, and then if the situa- 
tion remains unchanged forthe better, every 
freight train on every road running out of St. 
Louis, and every freight train on every rand 
running out of Chicago will be stopped. We 
wil] leave a sufficient force of men upon the 
roads to run the mail trains and a few accom- 
modation trains, but not a wheel of a single 
freight car shall be turned until the Kuights 
of Labor are recognized Ifthis shall fail to 
force the companies to recognize us, the strike 
will then be extended to all eastern and south- 
ern roads, embracing the entire country, and 
if it comes to the worst, thestrike will be 
made to embrace every large manufactory and 
every extensiyo business industry ia the 
country.’ 
A FUTILE ATTEMPT. 

At 10:30 o’clock. this morning the Missouri 
Pacific railroad officials attempted to starta 
freight train from their vard in this city, but 
as usual without success. Aftera traia had 
been madeup and was aboutto start, the 
fireman deserted whe engine, but a private 
detective in the employ of the railroad 
acted in his place. A start was then made, 
but after going a short distance the engineer 
fuund that he was leaving about half of the 
train. ‘The coupling pin had been drawn, and 
the train cut in two. A second start was 
made, and this time the switch was found to 
be turned the wrong way,anda third start 
was wade necessary, which proved equally 
unsuccessful, for thestrikers had again un- 
coupled the cars and the engine had started 
offalone, After several more unsuccessful. 
attempts had been made to start the train, the 
engine was finally backed to the round-house 

A large force of regular police and private 
detectives was present at the time, but their 
efforts to guard the train were futile. No con- 
flict between them and the strikers occurred. 
No arrests as yet have been made. 


‘“KILLING’’ THE ENGINES. 


Another Exciting and Eventful Day in Atch- 
ison, Ks, 

ATCHISON, Ks., March 23.—This has been 
another exciting and eventful day in the 
strike. Ati12:45 this morning, ten men on 
guard atthe Missouri Pacific round house 
were surprised b y the appearance of 35 or 40 
masked men. The guards were carrolled in 
the oil room by a detachment of the visitors, 
who stood guard with pistols drawn, while the 
rest of them disabled the 12 engines which 
stood in the stalls. They held possession 
of the. house about fifty minutes, and upon 
taking leave notified the imprisoned guards 
that they must not attempt to leave the room 
until the expiration of twenty minutes. 

At noon there wag another exciting event, 
when a large number of strikers and 
Others seized a freight train below 
town, bound for Kansas. City. They 
climbed upon it, and applied 
breaks to prevent its further progress, un- 
coupled the cars, and threw the links and pins 
into the river, and killed the engine. Marshal 
Price was present, butas the train was outside 
ofthe city limits, he was powerless. No 
United States marshals were present. The 
strikers later seized the last switch engine on 
duty. The road engine bappened tobe at 
Land. which is doing duty in the yard.

AN OVERFLOW OF KNIGHTS, 


And the Organization of New Assemblies 
Delayed, 

CHicaco, March 23.—Applications to the 
Knights of Labor for permission to Organize 
new assemblies have been pouring in so rapidly 
that the executive board have decided not to 
admit any new assemblies to the order until 
after the next quarterly meeting in June, A 
prominent knight said that this action had 
been forced on the order by the fear that any 
body of new men, having grievances against 
its employes, might be admitted just before 
a contemplated strike, and force the 
knights to support them, before the members 
had shown their loyalty to the organization. 
This rule excepted no one, but in cases where 
the district assen.blies are confident of the 
good faith on the part of the applicants, they 
are empowered to allow them to join some ex- 
isting union without regard to their being 
workers at the trade of which the union is 
composed. The clothing makers, both male 
and female, have organized, and await their 
opportunity to add 1,000 more names to the 
roll of Knights of Labor.

THE KNIGHATS OF INDUSTRY. 


A New Order to Enter the Field With the 
Knights of Labor. 

Boston, March 23.—The rumor has for some 
time been current in labor circles here that a 
bew secret order, resembling the Knights of 
Labor, and to be called the Knights of Indus- 
try. was in course of formation. Inquiry yes- 
terday showed that the report is well 
founded, A number of meetings have been 
held, correspundence opened with the labor 
leaders, and a preamble and declaration 
of principles provisionally adopted. Ina few 
Gays, perhaps, a public meeting will be called 
and action taken for the incorporation of the 
order and securing members. Strikers will be 
discouraged and arbitration advocated. A 
congress of the leaders will probably be held 
in September, The new order is not intended 
to antagonize the Knights of Labor, but to 
supplement it, and its promoters believe they 
will have the sympathy amg assisiance of the 
older organization. 


The Strikers Gain a Point. 

PirTsruRG, Pa., March 23.—The great strike 
of four thousand workmen at the National 
Tube Works, McKeeysport, Pa., has ended sat- 
isfactorily to the strikers, and work will be 
resumed in all departments at once. The 
trouble was Settled this morning by the work- 
men accepting the proposition of General 
Manevger Flagler, to restore the wages ruling 
in 1884. end to advance the wages of laborers 
to $125 per day. The increase will range 
from seven to twenty per cent. 


Cloakmakers ona Strike. 

New York, March 23.—Between two thou- 
sand and three thousand cloakmakers have 
been on a strike for severa | days against the 
sysiem of middle men, or small contractors, 
detiring to deal directly with the manafac- 
turer. These are people who work outside of 
the factories. To-day the inside workers, 
numbering two thousand, and the cloakcut- 
ters, numbering five hundred in addition, 
struck to support their brethren. 


Arrested by Sheriffs. 

Dexison, Tex., March 23.—The strikers 
made a move to disable an engine today, bnt 
as if by magic, a foree of deputy sheriffs ap- 
peared armed with Winchester rifles. They 
ordered the strikers to stand back, and stood 
ready to fire at the first man that made a 
break. The striker made no further attempt 
to stop the work. Five of the leading Knights 
were arrested. The Knights swear that no 
freight train shall move. 


Two Thousand Men Strike. 

WILMINGTON, Del,, March 23.—AlU the em-

Loxrpoxn, March 23.—The Daily News, re- 
ferring to the political situation, says: “All 
efforts to effect a compromise have failed. The 
crisis is on the land question, because that was 
the first question to be presented to the cabi- 
nent. Chamberlain and Trevelyan are just 
as implacably opposed to the home rule 
scheme. Gladstone is much annoyed by the 
erroneous reports of his scheme, which have 
been given to the public.. The authentic 
statement will show that his project differs 
widely from the published account of it.” 

John Bright, the Pall Mall Gazette says, 
since his interview with Gladstone on Satar- 
day, has been more in favor of the premier’s 
scheme of Irish government. The gossips at 
the time averred that Bright strongly op- 
posed Gladstone’s Imsh proposal. From what 
the Gazette says,this statement was all wrong, 
for the paper declares that Bright was struck 
with the ingenuity and originality of the 
premier’s scheme. 

Mr. Gladstone will announce in the house of 
commons tomorrow, the date upon which he 
will make his statement in relation to Ireland. 
It is probable that he will also partially ex- 
plain the nature of his proposals. The Daily 
News believes that no definite home rule pro- 
posals have yet been submitted to the cabinet, 
the attention of ministers being engrossed 
with the Irish land scheme. 

The house of commons, by a vote of 216 te 
176, adopted a motion in favor of local taxa 
tion falling partially upon the owners of 
landed property, instead of upon the occu- 
piers only, as the law now stands. Chamber- 
lain urged that the motion be withdrawn, as 
the government was preparing a bill to equal- 
1ze@ taxation.

THE FRENCH IN MADACASCAR. 


The Hovas Patting the French Invaders te 
Route, 

LONDON, March 23.—The African mail 
steamer which arrived at Plymouth to-day 
brings news of desperate fighting between the 
Frevch and the Hovas, in Madagascar. About 
the end of February, the Hovas under General 
Willoughby, attached three thousand French 
troops, routed them with heavy loss, and pur- 
sued them to Tamatave. The French 
houses and stores in Tamatave were 
shelled by the MHovas, and they took 
fire ana were destroyed. ‘The Hovas then re- 
turned to the capital. Their losses were 
small. A few days later General Sherrington 
surprised, in a forest, 4,000 Sakalavas, pre- 
ceded by 250 Frenchmen and three machine 
guns. The Sakalavos were routed, forty be- 
ing killed and many wounded. This is the 
first news of afresh rupture in Madagascar, 
and bas created a great sensation in Paris. 


The Wolf-Bitten Victim Dies. 


Paris, March 25.—One of the wolf-bitten 
Russians, who recently came here and were treated 
by Pasteur, to prevent rabies, died last night in 
great agony, with all the symptoms of hyvdrophobia. 
Pasteur is not at all dismayed by the failure of hig 
treatment in this case. 

Pasteur injected morphine into the dying Rus- 
sian. but without avail. The Spinal marrow of the 
dead man willbe usedto inoculate dogs experi- 
mentally. The other eighteen Russian patients 
sre doing well. Fourteen of them are busy seeing 
the sights of Paris. 


Friendly toward Turkey. 

LONDON, March 23.—Sir Edward Thoraton, 
British ambassador at Constantinople, has heen 
instructed to assure the sultan that Lord Rosebery 
will continue the friendly policy toward Turkey 
adopted by Lord Salisbury, and that it is not the 
intention at present, of England to recall Sir Heary 
Drummond Wolft, British high commissioner in 
Egypt

STANTON’'S BROKE 


To Which is Attributed the Failure of an 
Attempt to Assassinate Him. 

POUGHKEEPSI¥F, March 23.—On readiag an 
extract going the rounds of the papers alleging 
how Jefferson Davis received the news of the 
assassination of Lincoln, and what he said 
about E. M. Stanton, the then secretary of war, 
Hudson Taylor, who at that time kept a book 
store in Washington, and who was a warm 
friend of Secretary Stanton, saays: 

“The morning after the assassination of Lincoln 
it was stated in aes articles that two gen- 
tlemen who were walking leisurely along near Mr. 
Stanton’s house at eight o'clock on the night of the 
tragedy,the hour fixed for the attack on Sewardand 
JohLson, saw a tall man with a high hat parte off 
Stanton’s stoop, and though they remarked it as 
singular, gave it only a passing notice. The next 
morning, when I made my usual call on Stanton, 
he said, after reading the article referred to, ‘l was 
tired out last night and went home early, and was 
in the back room playing with the children when 
those gentlemen saw the man hurry off my stoop. 
If the door-bell] had rung it would have been 
answered and theman admitted, and I no doubt 
would have been attacked, but the bell wire had 
been broken a day ortwo before, and though we 
had endeavored to have it repaired, the bell-hang- 
er had put us off because of a pressnre of orders, 
When I went back tomy store after this interview 
with Mr. Stanton, said Mr. Jaylor, I mentioned 
the matter toone of my clerks, who exclaimed 
quickly: ‘That is sol know,because at 7 o'clock last 
night i went to Mr. Stanton’s house with a book 
and pulled and pulled the door-knob, but got no 
response. I stepped intothe vestibule, and look! 
up saw the broken bell-wire, and reaching up pull- 
ed it, when the butler answered and asked: ‘How 
did you ring that bell” and expressed surprise and 
added: ‘It has been broken a day or two and has 
annoyed us much.’ 

Weal) agreed, including Mr. Stanton,”’ said Mr. 
Taylor, ‘that if that bell-wire had been in work- 
ine order Mr. Stanton would bave been assassiaa-

Conéemned to the Scrap Yard and Melting Pot--A 
Historical Locomotive Preparing for the 
Chenge—City Court—Kids Cut Up—A

Macon, Ga., March 23—{Special.|—Down at 
the Central railroad shops, today, your cor- 
respondent beheld the dilapidated truck of the 
oid pioneer engine “Muckalee.” 

Thirty years ago W. H. Jones, the veteran 
engineer, who has been off the road for several 
years, pulled the lever and gyided the Muck- 
alee from the yard on to the South western rail- 
road track. Since that time she has been run 
apand down that old familiar track and has 
traveled 

THOUSANDS OF MILES 
in the long pledding round of daily business. 
She was named for a beautiful! little creek that 
rans up by the city of Americus, and bore that 
euphonious appellation until some few years 
ago, when the system of naming was changed 
to, designating by numbers. Since then she 
has been 
“NUMBER 19,” 

and the tales she could tell would fill many a 
page of history. 

But the Muckalu was the most unfortunate 
‘ef locomotives. They call her the “Jonah” 

nlmebg engines. 

THE FIRST ACCIDENT 
of a fatal nature was when poor John Wade 
yap ber-into Spurrock creek, near Columbus, 
and himself, his fireman, woodpasser and a 
train hand were killed. 

For a long while after she was put on the 
Southwestern road only ran as faras Butler 
wad Americus.

The jast sad accident has been written up 
foliy, and the minds of the people are yet fa- 
miliar with the horrible details. Eagineer 
and engine went down together on that terri- 
ble day, and the remains of both have now 
been hauled back to the city of their birth, the 
one to repose among the friends he loved; the 
other to be broken up and lost amegg the ruins 
that bestrew the scrap yard. 

The boiler and some fixtures are all that 1s 
left of the original engine, the other parts hav- 
ing been replaced from time to time. 

BENT AND BROKEN 

are the rods and levers that have been worn 
smooth by the rough grasp of the many honest 
hands who have guided her on those 
perilous journeys. Scratched and battered is 
the headlight and the lamp stays, where the 
little insignificant yearling rolled when struck 
by the pilot. The point is peeling off, and 
the rust has accumulated. The cab was, 
knocked into a thousand fragments by the 
tender as it passed the struggling engine, and 
Wil] Gougle rolled a mangled corpse over the 

reat driving wheel and fell a lifeless heap 
bencath the iron heel of the old Muackalee. 
Few of her parts will be preserved, and the 
history of the fatal machine will go down 
aMong the traditions of gray haired railroad- 
ers like some exaggerated legend of the unreal. 

’reparing for the Change. 

Macon, Ga., March 23.—[Special.|—The 
Central railroad is being made ready for the 
change of gauge from the old five foot to the 
new four foot nine inch standard width. The 
management has shown wonderful shrewd- 
ness in the economical manner in which shey 
are making the necessary changes. 

The tires on the big drivers are being 
moved back by a remarkable method. A 
number of bands of piping, twoand a half or 
three inches in the _ bore, perforated 
With one-tenth inch holes, two and a 
balf inches apart. When the great tires 
are to he heated they are placed in 
position, cncircled with the pipes, a 
hose is attached by which they are filled with 
gas, the gas is lighted; another hose through 
which air is forced by a donkey engine is at- 
tached, and by the effects of the light blown 
to a blue flame by the air current, an intense 
heat is produced. In from ten to twenty-five 
xoinutes the tires may be moved and a swing- 
ing tackle is provided for this purpose. The 
arrangement isa wonderful thing. 

The new tires lately made at the north, al- 
though designed in the Macon shops, have the 
groove finish, by which the clumsy look of 
the portions of the wheel left exposed by 
moving the tires is overcome. Wheels fitted 
with these tires look asif they were made on 
jhat way purpose. : 

Several engines of small size are being fit- 
ted with the new gauge drivers, and two big 
enes, one forthe Atlantic division, and one 
for the Southwestern, are to be so prepared 

-ere the change is made. Butthey are jacked 
up and their present drivers removed and new 
ones substituted, so that the ones now in use 
may be changed without delay, and made 
ready for the emergency. 

-By these economical methods a great saving 
of time and money will be gained. Thereare 
many other interesting details too tedious for 
an article of this sort, connected with the 
change of gauge.

The furniture 
by the occupants ofthe houses was mostly 
saved. The loss on buildings is about covered 
by the insurance.

AN OLD SENSATION RECALLED. 


—— 


A Story of Graveyard Import from Darien, 
Georgia. 

DARIEN, Ga., March 2%.---!Special.]—It was 
a day in June or July, the summer before the 
last. 

Nothing had disturbed the monotony of life, 
so prominently noticeable here in the summer 
months, until about dusk, two young ladies, 
who had been enjoying an evening promenade, 
came rushing into town and while panting for 
breath, told the startled citizens that when 
walking across the burying grounds where 
the remains of an old gentleman, Mr. Madison 
Thomas, had been interred the day previous, 
deep and suppreesed groans came forth with 
horrifying distinctness. Later, two or three 
negroes confirmed the revort. The tewn was 
all excitement. 

Every one felt that the interment had been 
too hurried, and the hapless victim, now re- 
viving, was suffering the agonies of suffocation. 
The whites organized into a relief expedition, 
aid equipped with lanterns, lamps, axes and 
other too}s deemed necezsary toeffect a release 
from the coffin. set out for the scene. 

It was now about nine o’clock, the heat un- 
bearable, and the sand knee deep. Several 
hundred negroes—men, women and children— 
balf frenziedly followed the whites to 
the graveyard. The distance, about a mile, 
was soon traversed, and the vault having been 
left open since the day before the outer casing 
of the coffin was «uickly removed. The glass 
on the top of the inner part was forced through 
with nervous “eagerness, although the slight 
offensive stench emitted might have con- 
vinced them that the repert was groundless. 
The members of the relicfexpedition returned 
home sullenly, feeling that they had been 
hugely imposed upon, but upto this day the 
authors of the report aver that the piteous, 
mufied groans heard were human, and that 
they issued from the open vault.

The facts are about as follows: The woman 
was at work in the garden near the honse.

On her appear- 
ance he took her by the throat, saying: “Now, 
you black s— of a b—, your time has come, I 
am going to kill you.” He then drew a clasp- 
knife and endeavored to cut her throat: but 
the woman put up her hands and 
saved her life, but the brute nearly succeeded 
in cutting off twoof her fingers. She made 
her escape to town, where Dr. Harrison repair- 
ed damages. A warrrant is out for Forrest, 
but as yet no opportunity of serving it has oc- 
curred. Anderson is in the woods, armed with 
ashotgun, and seems determined not to be 
taken alive. Heis seen nearly every night 
near the town, and probably will be taken be- 
fore long. 

A writer in the Americus Recorder thus 
tells of a gigantic oak in Lee county: “Three 
feet above the ground this tree measures 
twenty feet and ten inches in circumference, 
and at a height of six feet, the point at which 
it divides into two branches, it measures twen- 
ty feet and two inches around it, The small- 
est one of the branches measures eleven feet 
and three inches, and the other fourteen feet 
and three inches in circumference. 
its longest branches extend more 
hundred feet in opposite directions, 
but it has an average diameter of 
ninety-five feet, covering an area of about five 
hundred and sixty square yards. This grand 
old oak is about one mile east of old Starksville 
in Lee county, and is noted, not only for its 
immense size, but as being the only sentinel 
that stands to watch over and mark the spot 
where once stood 
Chehaw. or An-muc-eul-la. 
ly Indians, and did all they could in 
way of furnishing the governor of the 
state with provisions and warriors to help 
maintain the peace and to protect the lives 
and property of the people.

WASHINGTON, Ga., Mareh 2°.—[Special.]-- 
There are three historic trees in Washington, 
a post oak and two poplars. On the post oaka 
white woman named Bartlett was hung in the 
year 1415, for being accessory to the murder of 
her husband. She did not believe that she 
would be hung, and laughed all the way to th« 
gallows. She is represented to have been a 
beautiful woman, and on the day of the exe- 
cution elegantly dressed herself, putting on 
white kid gloves as if going to a wedding. 

On the poplar tree, standing on Main street, 
just below opposite the residence of the late 
Judge §Garnett Andrews, a white 
man named Eramlett was executed, 
charged with being accessory to the murder of 
some orphan children that he might come in 
possession of the property. 

The other poplar tree, which is perhaps the 
largest tree in the state, stands in the rear of 
the elegant home of Captain C. A. Alexander. 
has got a diameter of 27 feet in circumference.

The writ of error will not be dismissed for this 
reason, and the party deprived of a hearing. at 
least as to the general grounds usually relied 
on to obtain a new trial or such asset out new- 
ly discovered evidence which might or should 
produce a different result on another trial.

The Business Depression. 


Commissioner Wright, of the bureau of 
labor, has submitted his first report to Sec- 
retary Lamar. It contains many interest- 
ing facts, as well asa few theories in rela- 
tion to the prevailing depression in trade 
and its cure. 

Mr. Wright says that of factories, mines, 
etc., existing in the country, about 5 per 
cent were idle during 1885, and that about 
5 per cent more were idle apart of the year. 
In round numbers, I,000,000 employes were 
thrown out of employment, which means a 
loss to the consumptive power of the coun- 
try of over $300,000,000 a year, And yet 
the volume of business during the past year 
was fairly satisfactory. 

The mechanical industries of the United 
States are carried on by steam and water 
power, representing, in round numbers, 
3,400,000 horse-power, cach horse-power 
equaling the muscular labor of six men. To 
do the work accomplished by power and 
power machinery in the mechanical indus- 
tries, would require men representing a pop- 
‘ulation of 172,500,000 in addition to the 
present population of the country of 55,- 
000,000, The present cost of operating the 
railroads with steam power, in round num- 
bers, is $502,000,000 a year; but to carry on 
the same amount of work with men and 
horses, would cost the country $11,508,500,- 
000. These illustrations show the straits to 
which the country would be brought if it 
undertook to perform its work in the old 
way. The apparent evils resulting from 
the introduction of machinery, to a large 
extent, have been offset by advantages 
gained. 

The commissioner is opposed to the solici- 
tation of foreign labor. He points out the 
evil effects that have followed the employ- 
ment of Hungarians in mining districts, 
the padrone system in some localities, and 
other instances of the inopportune importa- 
tien of foreign labor. Considering suggest- 
ed remedies for depressions the commissioner 
saysthata halt should be made in freely 
granting land§ to corporations. When im- 
migration becomes a subject of inducement 
of contract for the purpose of displacing a 
higher grade of labor, the authority of law 
should be called in to prevent the continn- 
ance of the wrong. The effect that the en- 
actment of laws to stop speculation would 
have, if they could be specitically applied, 
would be for the public good. Reform in 
the methods of distributing supplies would 
bring great relief to consumers. Co-opera- 
tion in its distributive form is suggested as a 
remedy; but co-operative distribution is 
only a half measure. There is no contest 
between labor and capital, nor between the 
laborer and capitalist as such; but there is a 
contest between the latter as to the profits 
of capital and wages of labor, or, in simple 
terms, as to the profits each shall receive for 
his respective investment, and this contest 
will continue so longas the purely wage 
system lasts. It is absurd to say that the 
interests of capital and labor are identical. 
They are no more identical than the inter- 
ests of the buyer and seller. They are, 
however reciprocal, and the intelligent com- 
prehension of this reciprocal element can 
only be brought into the fullest play by the 
most complete organization, so that each 
party shall feel that he is an integral part 
of the whole working establishment. 

The commissioner’s views will not please 
either side of the great labor problem; but 
they will be apt to command attention. 
Few men in this country have studied the 
labor question and all cognate subjects with 
more care than has Mr. Wright, and very 


few men are prepared to present the snbject .

The Condition of the Cotton Trade. 
‘The Boston Journal made inquiries a few 
days ago of the selling agents of a large 
number of cotton factories and of jobbers in 
cotton goods in relation to the condition and 
prospects of the cotton trade. All the in- 
formation gained is of a hopefal charaeter. 
A member of a house that sells the goods of 
a large number of mills thus speaks of the 
situation: ‘‘We are selling a very large 
amount of goods, but while sales largely 
exceed those of last year, the prices are very 
little better. There has been a great change 
in the condition of the stock. A year ago

- ‘Now 'there is no gurplus, and in some 
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lines there isa scarcity. There will be no 
auction sales to get rid of the surplus this 
season, because there will be no surplas. 
If prices could be advanced a half acenta 
yard, manufacturers conld make something: 
but asa rule mills can make nothing, or at 
most a very little at the present prices, par- 
ticularly now that wages have been ad- 
vanced. The price cannot be advanced just 
now because of the active competition among 
retailers. Collections are better than they 
have been for some time. Indeed there is a 
marked tendency for jobbers to anticipate 
their notes. The condition of cotton mant- 
facturing and of the trade has not been S0 
sound for several years as it now is. Values 
are firm, demand is equal to the supply, aud 
there is reason to believe that the increase 
of wages will quicken trade.”’ 

This view of the situation was confirmed 
by other selling agents: and the head of a 
large jobbing house spoke most confidently 
of the situation and prospect. He said that 
the condition of business had not been 80 
good in five years. Distribution has heen 
large, the retail trade last season was Up to 
the expectations of the retailers generally, 
and the promise of the season 18 even better. 
Collections are better than a year ago, which 
shows a more satisfactory trade. 

There is, it is plain, a healthy condition 
and a confident feeling in the cotton trade 
in Massachusetts: and we print the news, 
not to induce more cotton planting, bat to 
encourage all who have devoted their lands 
to cotton to make good crops. The outlook 
is certainly hopetul. 

A Futile Effort at Reform. 

The Chicago Times ups and declares that 
all Americans are yankees, owing to the fact 
that the word yankee comes from the Indian 
pronunciation of ‘‘English.’’ The Times 
appears to be a great reformer, but sucha 
reformer as this cannot make much headway 
im a country as Jarge as the United States. 
The Indians called the English yankees, and 
in doing so they invented a word that fits into 
things like a corkscrew. All English were 
yankees to the Indians, but all Americans 
are not yankees to the people of this great 
republic. 

The proposed reform of the Times would 
cause a great furore out west, for the people 
of that section would not allow their neigh- 
bors to call then yankees. There would 
probably be som: protest in the south, but 
not as severe as ii the reform had been pro- 
posed twenty years ago. 

The yankee is the New Englander, and he 
is an exceedingly lively personage. At his 
best, he is as good as anybody, and has earn- 
ed the right to be called a yankee. The 
yankee came down upon us during the cot- 
ton exposition in great numbers, and made a 
very favorable impression. No doubt we all 
felt better because it was demonstrated that 
the north Georgian and the East Tennesseean 
could out talk him and outtrade him. Such 
a development was calculated to give us great 
confidence in the yankee. As soon as we 
found out that we could out swap him in an 
oti-band horse trade and get the better of him 
in a stand-up bargain, we straightway want- 
ed to see more of him; but we had no desire 
to trade him out of his name.

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Industries Organizing. 

The strikes and boycotts that have been 
carried on duripg the past several months 
under the auspices of the Knights of Labor 
have assumed a serions phase in New Eng- 
land, where measures have been, or are about 
to be, taken to counteract to some extent the 
results of boycotts. Bradstreet’s, in its last 
number, furnishes a considerable list of anti- 
boycott leagues at [all River, brocton, 
Lynn, Providence, Lewiston, Cohoes and 
other places. 

These leagues, it is explained, are organ- 
ized, not for the purpose of interfering with 
the Knights of Labor, but for the purpose of 
interposing in behalf of innocent third 
parties who are made the victims of a boy- 
cott. 

It is also said that the manufacturing in- 
dustries are combining to protect themselves. 
They have resolved to stand by each other, 
and when one of their number is boycotted, 
to close all the works until the boycott is re- 
moved.

An Ugly Mistake. 

A few months ago John W. Laner, of 
Omaba, Nebraska, shot and killed his wife. 
Mr. Laner was a prominent and wealthy 
citizen, and at first there was a disposition 
to believe his version of the tragedy. 

Laner’s story was that he was awakened 
from his slumbers by a noise. Supposing 
that there was a burglar in the honse he 
took his pistol and went from room to room. 
In his half dazed condition he mistook his 
wife for the burglar and shot her. The 
friends of the slayer, and the relatives of the 
deceased woman, accepted this account ot the 
affair, and objected to a judicial investiga- 
tion. 

A few who knew the inner life of the 
LLaner household invoked the aid of the law. 
At the preliminary trial it came out that the 
husband had always treated his wife brutal- 
ly. The evidence™was considered strong 
enough to justify holding him to await the 
action of the grand jury. An indictment 
was found, and after an exciting trial lasting 
over a week the jury brought in a verdict of 
manslaughter. 

The conviction of Laner meets with gen- 
eral approval, since the publication of the 
testimony in the case. And yet the culprit 
came very near going scot free, without even 
the formality of a trial. The Omaha people 
found it difficult to believe that a wealthy 
citizen leading a decorous life was guiliy of 
the crime of wife-murder, and they would 
have received his explanation unhesitating- 
ly, if afew better informed neighbors of the 
dead woman had not come to the front with 
a demand for justice. ‘The case will proba- 
bly have the effect of making respectable 
citizens more cautious when they go gunning 
for burglars in their bed-chambers and bou- 
doirs. When a mistake is made it is hard to

Attorney General Anderson Wins the Indian 
Springs Reserve Case.

continue for thirty years. conditioned oa his not

ry. Bryan several years agothe privileges and 
rights given to him by the act, except his right to 
a mill which stands iu one of the streets bordering 
the reserve. The town council, deeming a bridge 
neccessary across the stream and low grounds be 
tween the Elder house and the spring, 

Dr, Bryan refusing to construct 
built it at the expense 

the town, notifying Dr. Bryan, however, that they 
would require Lim to repay the amount thus -ex- 
penses. He not only refused to build the bridge, 
utinterfered with the work orderedby the town 
authorities until an injunction was obtained pre- 
venting bim from obstructing the laborers, and 
the bridge across the stream between the Collier 
and Varner hotels and the spring was built at the 
expense of the county authorities.

5. Since the completion of the new railroad of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
company, which runs within about two miles of 
the spring, this property has become very valu- 
able. It now produces no income tothe state and 
bas never done so. It hasbeen a source of profit 
to the private individuals who have had the gratu- 
tous use Of it, andtothem only. It is believed 
that it could be sold for a considerable sum of 
money—the free use of the water by the public be- 
ing reterved. 

The legislature of 1883 directed the attorney gen- 
eral to institute proceedings to recover the prov’ 
erty. The tria] ended day before yesterday, with a 
verdict for the state. The case will. however, go 
to the supreme court. Colonel Anderson had the 
following distinguished lawyers as opposing coun- 
sel: Bacon & Rutherford, of Macon: Mr. Ham- 
mond, of Forsyth, and Mr. W. W. Anderson.

In 
addition there are autograph letters of Joseph Ad- 
dison, Robert Burns, William Cowper, Robert 
Brownipvg, Charles Dickinson, the Elder Dumas, 
Goethe, Lamb, George Eliot, Longfellow, and alto- 
gether itis one of the mostvaluable collections to 
be found in this country, and if any one in Atlanta 
has an unhappy propensity for collecting this sort 
of literary bric-a-brac, here is an opportunity. 


There is still great interest manifested through- 
out the country in the prohibition experiment in 
Atlanta. There arenumberless comments in the 
newspapers, and constant inyuiries by letter. 
‘‘How about prohibition in Atlanta’?’’ is the bur- 
den of these inquiries. Well, there is but one 
reply to make tothis question. The experiment is 
to be tried, and tried for all it is worth. The law 
will go intoeffectin July, and an effort will be 
made by t hose responsible for its adoption to make 
it eflectnal. Itis claimed by a great many who 
have had experience inthe matter, that prohibi 
tion does not prohibit, but if it can be made to 
prohibit, Atlanta will certainly have prohibition. 


The Christian Union, of New York, recently made 
an extended effort to ascertain from its subscribers 
in lowathe effect of prohibition in that state. Ac- 
cording to the returns, prohibition prohibits in the 
rural districis, whilst in the larger towns and cities 
it is a practical failure. Thus, DesMoines, with a 
population of 22,488, had sixty saloons under the 
license law. Under prohibition it has 20, Du- 
buque, with a thousand more population, had 124 
saloons under license; under prohibition it has 
143. In other towns the number of the saloons has 
doubled. What all this means is more than I can 
say. Dr. Howard Crosby,a distinguished temper- 
ance man, says that in Portland and Bangor, 
Maine, there are more saloons in proportion to the 
population thau in New York city. 

Perhaps the secret of this failure of prohibition 
where itisa failure—is thatit isopposed tothe 
public sentiment. In this particular Atlanta has 
the advantage. for here the public sentiment ap- 
pearsto be in favorof giving the law a fair and 
Square test, and it will be enforced as thoroughly 
as huinan zea! can enforce any law.

A Strange Coincidence in the History of 
These Two Ofiicers. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—[Special.]—Of the 
two newly appointed major generals, one is 
conceded to be eminently worthy of the houor, 
and the other is not. The nomipa- 
tion of General Terry was re- 
ceived with approbation .«» everywhere; 
the nomination of ‘ieneral Howard, of 
freedman’s bureau fame, is met with adverse 
criticism from civilians and soldiersalike. If 
the army could have chosen the new major 
general either General Newton or General 
Drum would have been the man, and with 
either the public would have heen perfectly 
eatistied. 

The promotion of Generals Terry aad 
Howard lifts two colonels out of the list of 
forty in weary waiting to the rank of brigadier 
generals, 

Ruger and Merritt have been selected. Gen- 
eral Ruger is pretty well known in Georgia 
and South Carolina. His promotion comes by 
a strange coincidence, just as the house of 
representatives has under consid eration a bill 
to dean 

AN ACT OF SEMPLE. JUSTICE 

to another officer with whom General Ruger 
was once brought into sharp contact dur- 
ing the terrible suspense over 
the disputed presidential election of 1876. 
General Henry J. Hunt was in command at 
Charleston. That city was in a state of intense 
excitement and every day for weeks there 
were demonstrations which verged upon riot, 
One day several thousand negroes, excited by 
the barangues of carpet-bag politicians and led 
by arrogant negro bosses, precipitated a con- 
flict which would have drenched 
the streets in blood but for 
the cool courage and quick resolution of Gen- 
eral Hunt. He had the Fifth Artillery on 
the scene at the britical moment, and riding 
at the head of his regiment tothe swarm of 
frenzied and deluded negroes, he dispersed 
them as they were about to dash to their own 
destruction. This gallant conduct did not 
fail to endear General Hunt te the best citi- 
zens of both races and it doubtless prevented 
a great calamity. But, however, General 
Hunt’s conduct may have impressed the 
thoughtful and patriotic men of both races in 
Charleston, for some reason the government 
at Washington, then engaged inthe work of 
stealing the presidency, came to the conclu- 
sion that he was not the man to have in com- 
mand at that point at that 
critical time. He was ordered away by 
telegraph and General Ruger was put in 
his place. Both these officers were at different 
times in command at Atlanta and they made 
quite different impressions on the people there, 
as they did in Charleston, Ruger now steps 
up to a brigadier generalship with geod pros- 
pects of beinga major general before he. at- 
tains the age for retirement. Hunt, despite 
his splendid services at Gettysberg, in com- 
mand of the entire artillery of the army that 
killed the confederacy, though he bore a com- 
mission as major general of volunteers, never 
rose beyond the raak of colonel in the regular 
aimy. Asa colonel he was retired afew years 
ago, poor, broken in health, with a large fum- 
ily dependent on him. For years he was kept 
from the just reward of his services by that 
— al favoritism which so long 

isgraced the award of military 
horors. General Hunt is and always bas been 
an uncompromising democrat, and he has had 
to pay well for the privilege. One after an- 
other younger, less competent men were 
pushed ahead of him. His bright record a3 a 
soldier and his high virtues as a man were left, 
the one to the correcting justice of history, and 
the other to the respect and affection of his 
friends, to find their appropriate rewards. Old 
age and compulsory retirement found him 
stranded because of this injustice where ke had 
stood almost for a generation. 

The bill now pending is to place him on the 
retired list as a major general. It passed the 
last congress, and President Arthur vetoed it 
because it named the oflicer to be appointed, 
which, in the president’s opinion, was an inter- 
ference with the executive prerogative. The 
bill retiring General Grant was in the same 
form. President Arthur signed that bill five 
minutes before his term of office expired. The 
present bill does not name General Hunt, but 
describes him so definitely that under it the 
president could appoint no other retired officer. 
The bill was the subject of 

A SHARP DEBATE ; 
last Friday, in Which ‘ex-confederate Gen- 
eral Wheeler championed the cause of 
the brave man he was fighting 
twenty vears ago. Mr. Reed,’ of 
Maine, led the opposition to the bill, and fer 
once was completely silenced. This remarka- 
ble feat was performed by Mr. Laird, a brother 
republican from Nebraska, in an eloquent and 
stinging speech of ten minutes, to which Reed 
offered no reply. Mr. Laird said that but for 
General Hunt’s services in resisting with his 
artillery the confederate charges atGettysburg 
the flag of the union might not now be float- 
ing over the capitol of an undivided country. 

It woukl be a sad spectacle for the veterans 
of that grand army a few years hence to look 
upon the list of retired officers and see Hunt 
a colonel and Rugera major-general.

A New York Senator Who Wants to do Away 
With Hangings. 

BUFFALO, March 23.—Senator McMillan, of 
this district, has introduced in the legislatare 
a bill which provides for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate and report the most 
humane method of inflicting capital punish- 
ment. The bill is of importance to all inter- 
ested in the advancement of humanity, and ii 
is probably the result mainly of the efforts of 
Dr. A. P. Southwick, of this city,who has been 
for many years anxious to have the method of 
capital punishment changed, and Assistant 
District Attorney Quinby. They look upon 
hanging asa relic of barbarism. Science is so 
far advanced that other and better means can 
easily be devised, 

Dr. Southwick proposes to execute criminals 
by means of electricity, by which death would 
be instantaneouss. The method which he pro- 
posed is very simple. Hisidea is to use an 
ordinary chair. In this citya wire could be 
run from the electric light works to the jail. 
The man would sit in the chair with his head 
resting against its back. The wire entering 
an insulated substance, such as rubber or glass, 
would constitutethe positive pole. By placing 
the man’s feet upon a metalic plate a connec- 
tion would be formed with the poles. Atasignal 
a switch in another room could béturned. The 
current would enter at the base of the brain, 
the center of the nervous system, and pass 
through the man. The heart would stop beat- 
ing, and a complete paralysis would ensue.

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CLAIMED FOR ANOTHER MAN 


The Discovery of the Principle of Telegrap'i- 
ing From a Moving Train. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 23.—It is said that 
Edison’s Jatest invention of telegraphing to 
and from a moving train was anticipated by a 
Cincinnati telegrapher and electrician, who 
secured a patent for the same thing on July 
12th. 1885. The description of the apparatus 
in the patent is the identical with Edison’s, 
with one exception only, Edison uses a tele- 
phone receiver and the prior inventor what is 
called a resonator. Thatis the only difference 
between them. 

The inventor is W. L. Silvey, of No. 151} 
Clinton street. Atthe time the patent was 
issued Silvey lived at Castleton, Imd. At 
present he is perfecting a new electric light 
machine, and has paid no attention to his in- 
duction telegraph. He expressed himself as 
highly pleased with Edisan’s success, and 
shows no jealousy whatever. He said that he 
had worked out his invention on a farm 
in Indiana, rigging up wires 
in his father’s orchard and 
telegraphing from one wire to another forty 
feet apart, five feet more than Edison has 
bridged over. Silvey thinksthat his appara- 
tus is superior to Edison’s in that his produces 
sounds that are andible in a reom, while 
Edison uses a telephone receiver to hear dis- 
tinctly. One year after his first patent he 
patented an improved receiver which still far- 
ther increases its availability.

KISSED HER LOVER AND DIED. 


A New York Girl Suicides at the Feet of Her 
Lever. 

NEw York, March 22.—Lulu Macy sat in 
bed ip this city and, placing a 32-calibre re- 
volver to her left temple, blew out ler brains. 
With Nathaniel T. Rossiter, Hattie Brimm, 
Ruby West and Fannie Harvey, she lived oa 
the fourth floor of the Opera fiats, Nos. 221 
West Fortieth strect. 

After breakfast, at ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing, Rossiter went into the parlor to read the 
novel “Unpardoned.” Lulu came into him 
with the revolver in her hand. She stood be- 
fore a mirror flourishing the weapon until it 
was taken from her and unleaded of two car- 
tridges. 

At about 1 o’clock in the afternoon Rossiter 
lay upon the bed in the room adjoining the 
parlor. Lula kissed him and then crossing 
over him reposed herselfat his side. The 
other girls had gone out. A noise aroused 
Rossiter from a doze into which he had fallen 
at about half-past two. Opening his eyes he 
saw the girl sitting upright beside him with 
the same revolver at her head. Before he 
could wrest the weapon from her graspshe had 
pulled the trigger, sending the ballet ob- 
liquely through her brain and to the back of 
her skull. Blood crimsoned the bed and wal! 
as it spurted from the wound,» and the young 
woman fell forward upon her face. 

Rossiter rushed to the street in search of a 
doctor. The janiter was informed of the 
deed, and he went to the West Thirty-seventh 
street police station. A doctor was found, but 
when he arrived at the scene of the shooting 
the girl was dead. Officer Kennedy took 
charge of the house. 

When Deputy Coroner O’Meagher arrived 
he probed for the ball, but failed to find it.

The 1 Committee Meets and Discusses 
—— the Matter. 


Atjanta’s house of correction is under good 
headway. 

The general committee having the matter 
in charge met last night at the chamber of 
commerce. Judge Howard Van Epps, chbair- 
man;-Hon. W. M. Middlebrooks, Hon. John 
B: Goodwin, Hon. H. G. Hutchison, and Hon. 
J. A. Anderson, of the committee, were pres- 
ent. Mayor Hillyer, Rev. Dr. Eddy, Mr. 8. ©. 
Morley, Mr. Sidney Root, Hon. J. W. Garrett, 
Mr. Panchen and ‘Bishop Turne: .vere present 

28 invited guests. 

Judge Van Epps stated that he had written 
to the governors of New York and Kentucky, 
butas yet had not procured any documentary 

_infoumation, but had been placed in commasi- 
‘ cation with the proper. officers of various re- 
‘formatories. He then asked the visiting gen- 
‘tlemen to submit their views upon the ques- 
tion. 

Dr. Eddy warmly indorsed .the movement, 
stating that facts connected te the house of 
correetion and reform school of Detroit, Mich., 
were 1n his.possession which he would present 
at a futnre meeting. 

Mr. 8. C. Moreley stated facta illustrating the | 
need of such an institution. He suggested 
‘that it ought tobe aschool rather than a | 
prison, and that good men and women ought | 
to be put in charge of it, and not wicked, bra- 
‘tal persons. } 

Bishop Turner favored the movement, and 
spoke of the number ofcolored youths growing 
up without proper discipline, at home or in 
the schoo], secular or religious. ~ He spoke of | 
the reform schoolat Washington, D.., s0 
far as he was informed of it 
and of the good resultsafforded. The bishop 
thought that the institution conld. be made | 
self-sustaining, and said that he believed the 
minimum term of réstraint in cases demand- 
ing it at all should be five years. He was of | 
the opinion that children who were old enough 
to know right from wreng ought to be held re- | 
sponsible, and that restraint in. such an insti- 
tution ought not to be considered ag punish- 
ment, but as a blessing. 

Mr. Pauchen, secretary to the society for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, and protec 
tion of children, presented several pamphlets 
bearing on the subject. Hesuggested that 
The International Record of Charities and Cor- 
rections, published by J. P. Pahuains Sons, 
New York, should be subscribed for, at one 
dollar a year. 

Captain Garrett said that he felt much in- 
terested and that the school would be pressed 
to a success. 

Major Sidney Root expressed his great in- | 
terest in the subject and spoke of several bur- | 
glaries committed by the same squad of boys | 
under the age of legal discretion. He favored 
the organization of the institution, but did not 
know where the money was to come from. 

Mayor Hillyer said that he felt great inter- 
est in the institution, having been aroused 

from a study of Miss Louise King’s movement 
to organize societies for the prevention of eru- | 
elty to animals and the protection of children. 
And of its having been quickened by his ob- 
servation of the constant stream of applicants -| 
for clemency from persons convicted in polic> 
court and applicants for relief. He did not | 
think that if a full-fledged reformatory schoo! | 
could not be inaugurated, but believed that | 
the city might start in that direction. For 
the present at least the convicts conld be di- | 
vided into two classes, on the basis of their 
being hardened criminals and otherwise. He 
said that the city owned two plats of land in 
different localities suitable for present uses 
Gradually buildings could be erected, school 
features and other important features could b 
added. 

Mr. Morley suggested that the Rev. Wm. P.

Judge Van Epps suggested that the future 
meetings ought to be larger, so that financia! 
aid to erect the structures first needed could 
be obtained.
